World’s Fair Grounds, Chicago, April 
S).—When President Cleveland presses the 
electric button to signal the formal opening 
of the world’s Columbian exposition tomor- 
row, the public will find the fair still in a 
somewhat incomplete condition, but this 
regretful situation is due more to the tardi- 
ness of exhibitors than to any lack‘ of zeal 
on the part of the management of the expo- 
sition. 

Nearly every building constructed by the 
exposition proper in the great white city is 
practically completed, and while general 
confusion still reigns in most of the struct- 
ures, it is in the matter of the installation 
of exhibits and not a delay which can be at 
tributed to any failure of the construction 
department. Indeed, to Chief Burnham and 
President Riginbotham, must be given most 
of the credit of the phenomenal _ labors, 
which have converted a barren park into an 
artistic city in the brief space of eighteen 
mouths. 

The difficulties encountered have been 
exceptional and harrassing, the most severe 
winter known for many years to the build- 
ing trades coming just at a time when fa- 
vorable weather seemed indispensable-to the 
success of the international exposition. 

Working Against the Elements. 


For weeks it was almost impossible to | 


work on the outside of the world’s fair struct- 
ures, and the heavy snow storms of the win- 
ter did much to damage the roofs of several 
of these architectural triumphs on more 
than one occasion. In the brief-respite afford- 
ed by the weather from time to time, how- 
ever, every resource of capital and executive 
ability was brought to bear to hasten the 
work, and, afthough the unfavorable ele- 
ments have wage! almost constant warfare 
like revengeful beivg of intelligence, up to 
the very opening day, the only significant 
effect has been to delay the installation of 
exhibits and retard the completion of several 
structures, which were rather the artistic 
trimmings of after thought than a compo- 
nent part of the world’s fair. The great 
buildings which constitute the vital concep- 
tion of the international exposition and which 
are & monument to the indomnitable execu- 
tive ability of Chief Burnham and his as- 
sistants have been completed for several 
weeks ready for the installation of exhibits. 
They are manufacturets and liberal arts 
buildings, machine hall, eleetric hall, art 
buildings, women’s buildings, forestry build- 
ings, mines and mining, horticultural, ag- 
ricultural, ‘transportation building, adminis- 
tration building and the United States gov- 
ernment building and scores of state build- 
ings, nearly all are completed or nearing 
completion, and the midway pliance shows 
a dozen of Japanese, Turkish, Soudanese 
and other typical villages which have sprung 
up like mushrooms in a few weeks or days. 


MANUFACTURES AND LIBEFAL ARTS, 


A Magnificent Display of the Working oi the 
Nations of the Earth. 

Hundreds of trucks are rumbling through 
the streets and avenues and thousands of 
men make the air ring with hammers. 
The saws of the carpenters add the rasping 
sounds of a myriad of. locusts on a Septem- 
ber afternoon. The soft flap of the paint 
brush and the dull burr of iron fitters ma- 
chines, supplemented the slatting and 
whanging of opening boxes and bales of ex- 
hibits. In a word or more, the status of 
affairs in the building appears at least 
thirty days this side of conditions of readi-

yet of bare unpainted boards. The inte- 
rior is full of scaffolding and the carpen- 
ters are hammeri.og it towards completion. 
There is no sign sof exhibits. 

At the left Mexico’s space is surrounded 
by a wooden wainscot, surmounted with 
paneled glass. It looks like office railings. 
Inside unopened boxes and partly con- 
structed showcases: are huddled thickly.

The exhibits seem to be, thus far. chiefly 
of photographs of buildings and localities 
in New South Wales. <A case of books, 
exhibited by a public printer, 
is in position, aind a solitary 
man wag at work puttilig up an eight-leg- 
ged billiard table of ast«pnishing area.

There is a curious pagoda of 
pyrotechnic articles, rising one hundred 
and fifty feet, and dripping water is making 
this exhibit safe, iz indeed it be genuine 
powder-louded fireworks. 

The Japanese folks have their building 
complete and decorated with bunting. What 
is going on inside is concealed by shades. 
Purple and white bunting di‘apes the main 
entrance and the white flag of Japan, with 
its red raoon in the center, points each ga- 
ble. 

In the center of the main tuisle, near the 
morth end of the thirty-acre building, an 
elevator is in progress of construction. It 
seems far from completion todiiy, but when 
completed will earry people to a promenade 
upon the roof.

The Size of the Building. 

The electrical building is 750 feet in 
length and 350 in width, and was erected 
at a cost of $650,000. The architecture is 
a combination of Ionie and Corinthian ancl 
is well cauculated to harmonize with the use 
for which the structure was erected. There 
are four great entrances to the building 
which are magnificent in their designs. The 
interior decorations are of a subdued nature 
in order to lessen the intensity of the light 
which would otherwise be so powerful as to 
blind the eyes of visitors. This building 
will have the distinction of being the first 
devoted entirely to the display of electricity 
at any of the world’s great expositions. 


FINE ARTS GALLERY. 


Exhibits Very Near Completed, with Great 
Britain and Germany Leading. 

There is less confusion in the fine arts gal- 
leries tham in any other of the buildings, 
but this is owing as much to the fact that 
the exhibits are less: cumbersome and more 
easily handled than those in the other build- 
ings. Some of the exhibits are in excellent 
shape, notably those of Great Britain and 
Germany, whose work in all departments 
seems to be more advanced than most of 
other nations. One trouble with the gallery 
of fine arts is that the building itself is not 
yet finished. 

Today a person standing directly -beneath 
the dome of the building could look up at 
the dark gray sky, which was visible through 
a hole about fifteen feet in diameter in the 
top of the dome. The strong northeast wind 
which drove the rain in blinding sheets, sent 
clouds of white spray dashing 
the opening and down upon 
ths main pbuilding was a pond of water 
twetty-five feet in diameter.

Its exhibit is not yet ar- 
ranged, but it is getting there very rapidlx 
None of the other foreign countries in this 
building are in anything like presentable 
shape and the space allotted to Spain is 
space and nothing more. 

Up in the galleries, which extend the 
entire 700 feet of the building, matters 
are in no better shape. The Standard Oil 
Company, which has the space at the north 
end of the galleries, has but very little of its 
exhibit in place. A Jarge force of men 
were at work in this portion of the build- 
ing aud it is expected that everything will 
be in shape in about two weeks. Down 
on the floor of the building, which covers 
nine acres of space, there was a tremen- 
dous force of men, all working with des- 
perate energy; trains were trotting through 
the building and the rattle and clang of 
switching trains on the switching tracks 
added to the din of the men who were 
erecting derricks for hoisting every mining 
machine and hammering away upon en- 
gines and boilers. Everybody was working 
with all possible energy, but no force of 
men, no human power can arrange the ex- 
hibits in the mines and mining building 
before May 20th and the force of men 
now there can’t do it before June 1st. 


FISHERIES BUILDING. 


An Exhibit of the Finny Tribes Which Will 
Create a Great Deal of Interest. 

Situated on the island at the entrance 
island, north of the entrance of the lagoon 
is the fisheries building. A novelty of de 
sign extends to the interior and it is doubt- 
‘ful if any exhibit on the grounds will be 
looked upon with greater..interest than 
this. The structure consists of a main 
Huilding and two annexes, extending to 
tire east and west, and are connected by 
colonaded courts. While the building is 
1tot massive, its architecture is quaint and 
attractive. The total length of the build- 
ing and annexes is 1,100 feet and the cost 
of erection was $224,000. ! 

In the main building, the displays are 
being rapidly placed in position. One of the 
roost attractive sights is a skéleton ofa 
naammoth whale, suspended by wire cables 
from the roof. There are boats of every 
description arranged about the building. 
‘Tyhe rougb canoe, hewn from a tree by 
Alaskau Indians, and a trim sailing smack 
are displayed side by side, hanging from the 
balconies. 

The vast crowds of dried fish 
Norway waters and fish p ares te ener 
conceivable manner are plentiful.

The water is first evaporat 
shipped here and diluted. In the center 
the building workmen are constructing a 
huge aquarium, from which arises a mound 
of rocks. It is the intention to arrange a 
system of water pipes so that fresh water 
will issue from the rocks incessantly. This 
aquarium will ke populated with fresh 
water fish. Around the court adjoining the 
rotunda glass aquariums are arranged for 
the reception of almost any number of fish.. 
Every variety of fish, from the half-vege- 
table formations found at the bottom of 
the sea, to the most active species known, 
may be seen, and will form a basis of inter 
esting study for those so inclined. 

All of ‘these exhibits have not yet been 
received, and many of these in the build- 
ing have not been unpacked. It is assertéd 
that every exhibit will be in its place soon, 
but the indications are that it will requre 
some active work to arrange it in less than 
two weeks. However, the doors of the build 
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ing will be thrown open for visitors after 
the opening exercises tomorrow. 
THE WOMAN’S BUILDING. 
A Monument to the Courage and Energy 
of the Gentler Sex. 

With characteristic determination and en- 
terprise, the lady managers of the woman’s 
building have about completed the installa- 
tion of their exhibit. The building and ex- 
hibit will stand as a monument to the en- 
ergy and courage of the women of the pres 
eut era. The graceful style and architecture 
of the building has not been surpassed in 
any of the more pretentious buildings at 
the fair. Planned by Miss Haydea, of 
Massachusetts, a novice in the practical 
work of design, it challenges the admiration 
of every one who has seen it. 

The structure was erected at a cost of 
$168,000, and in dimensions is 388x193 
feet. Weeks of active endeavor have re 
sulted in the majority Of the exhibits be- 
ing placed, and the building will be thrown 
open tomorrow to visitors after appropri- 
ate dedicatory exercises are held. ‘The na- 
tural] attractiveness of the interior of the 
building is heightened by the beautiful spe- 
cimens of women’s handiwork observable 
on every skle, The structure was planned 
with a view of securing as much light ‘in 
the interior as possible, and this effect has 
beqn obtained. A large roinnda extends 
through the second story to the roof and 
im lighted by a-clear story. The gallery 
surrounds the second story, fronting the 
rotunda, and here a splendid view may be 
had of the art exhibit arranged in the, ro- 
tunda on the first floor. t the apex of 
the arches at the north and south ends of 
the rotunda, rural paintings, immense in 
size. have been arranged. The series of 
three panels at the south end was execut- 
ed by Miss Casset, in Paris, the series of 
three at the north end was conceived and 
painted by Mme, McMonunies, wife of the 
sculptor McMounies, and was forwarded 
here fron’ Paris. 

The Countries Exhibiting. 


Among the eguntries arranging exhibits 
are England, New South Wales, France, 
Italy, Mexico, Japan, Siam, Norway, Swe- 
den, Spain, Ceylon, Russia, Germany and 
Austria. 

The arranging of these exhibits has not 
be® entirely completed, but it is expected 
that they will be in a short time. The 
east vestigule entrance has been set aside 
for the English display. One of the novel- 
ties of the states display is that of Cali- 
fornia. On the second floor, this state has 
finished a room in native ilwood. Ken- 
tucky has a typical old colonia] room finish- 
ed in white and gold. The most artistic- 
ally finished room is the library, decorated 
in detail with handpainted e¢anvas, _re- 
lieved by a heavy gold cornice.

Everything in a State of Confasion, but 
Rapidly Assuming Shape.

THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING. 


Everything in Order and Readiness for the 
VUpening in Uncie Sam's Department. 


Head and shoulders above everybody else 
in sight today was Uncle Sam with a build- 
ing and exhibit, magnificent in their com- 
pleteness, Whatever else, within the expo- 
sition might be said of disappointing condi- 
tions, it would be a poor specimen, indeed, 
of American citizens, who, even in the 
howling wind and drenching rain this after- 
noon, Gould approach the United States 
government structure or peer within with- 
out a delighted thrill of exultation. Pos- 
sibly never more perfectly has the effective- 
ness of the national resources been brought 
to bear to meet given conditions. 

From the stars and stripes fluttering 
above the huge red dome and the great 
gilded eagle over the entrance to the tiniest 
details of the showing of Unele Sam's 
household affairs, everything was in spick 
and span order. it is ai é curious 
fact, in striking contrast with the 
bewildering confusion in so many other 

laces, that inside the federal walls, the 

ig space devoted to the army, the most 
serious necessary preparation in progress 
for tomorrow's opening and inspection was 
being performed by a couple of boys in 
blue, who were rubbing off imaginary specks | 
of dust from the life-like representatives of 

vernment mules attached to an ava- 
anche. Close at hand was a fifty-two ton 
piece of modern artillery, exactly in plan 
as it will be throughout the exposition. 
Similar system and order and readiness 
was uniform, whether one chose to gaze at 
the handsome model postotice with the 
shining fast mail railway coach alongside, 
at the varied and sauanticated devices for 
river and harbor improvement, the state 
department oil paintings of famous Amer- 
icans and cases of precious documents, 
torpedoes that would hoist a hostile map- 
of-war skyward, the exemplifications of 
Arctic exploration, fascinating displays il- 
lustrating the rarest natural history and 
geology of the country and the curiosities 
of the patent office and so on. The grand- 
eur of the nation has a fitting type in the 
space under the great dome. 

Uncle Sam’s Domain Completed. 


Leaving Uncle Sam’s portals, lakeward, 
the great white mimic battleship, Llinois, 
eets the eye, in another direction the vis- 
tor is confronted by the noble array of 
‘state building®, while to the south is the 
eolossus of the exposition manufacturers’ 
building. Between all these, wherever 
neighboring what might be called the per- 
sonal domain of Uncle Sam, the driveways 
and walks and wide sweeps of gréensward 
were well nigh perfect. The contents of 
passing wagc® loads of rubbish from other 
parts of the grounds were at timés sent 
whirling over this choice district, but aside 
from such disagreeable incidents. Re great 
and beautiful building this afternoon, sug- 
gestive of the national capital, seemed 
with its superb surroundings, and notwith- 
standing the wretchedness of the weather, 
all that any but the most confirmed cynic 
could ask for, the spot pre-eminently de- 
volved her in competition with the world 
to “God’s own country.” 


SOME OF THE OTHER BUILDINGS.

_ triumph of the exposition is the unique spec- 


tacle of a century plant 100 years in ful! 
bloom. This plant has attracted thousands 
of visitors for weeks and will continue to 
do so until it has run its race as the tradi- 
tion is that the plant must wither away 
aftert his centennial bloom. The horticultural 
building is heated by an ingenious system, 
which fyrnishes warm, damp air of an un- 
Varying temperature and the plants flourish. 
luxuriantly under its balmy influence. The 
building is one of the most conspicuously lo- 
cated of the fair, having ¢ floor space of 
six and one-half acres, and costing over 
$400,000, 

In front of the building is a lower terrace 
and a low parapet in front of this terrace 
borders the water and affords a commodious 
landing for the pleasure boats and gondolas. 

Transportation Building. 


It is very doubtful if any building within 
the grounds of the exposition will attract 
more attention than that devoted to transpor- 
tation. It is radically distinet from all the 
others, at least as to external appearance. 
The external walls are decorated in colors 
about as brilliant, varied in design, as those 
found in a Turkish rug, while all the other 
great structures are white or cream color- 
ed. And the exhibits to be found: within al} 


that have been placed will be as varied as | 


the colors on the outside walls. 

Unfortunately the exhibits are 
not a'l in place and there is 
a prospect that they may not be for at 
least a fortnight to come. There are 
enough exhibits in place, however, to give 
one an idea as to what may be expected 
when the whole is finished. 

The exhibition of the  transporiation 
building includes everything from a Mexi- 
can donkey to a modern locomotive, from. 
a birch bark canoe to a full sized model of 
an American greyhound. 

Just within the main entrance to this 
building, known as the golden gate, is a 
model of. Christopher Columbus’s flagshiy, 
the Santa Maria. Branching out from this 
point are aisles leading to all parts of the 
building. The railway companies occupy 
the greater portion of the space devoted to 
exhibits. There are solid vestibuled trains, 
engines of all kinds, ancient and modern. 
The most ancient, however, is much less 
than a century old. There is a vestibule 
train built of solid Mahogany woodwork 
and by its side stands the oldest passenger 
coach in existence attached to the most 
ancient locomotive. 

In the historical exhibit is the old loco- 
motive engine “General,” which some fed- 
eral soldiers stole from the confederate 
forces at Atlanta during the late rebellion. 

In the British exhibit is the “Old Word 
of the Isles,”” built in 1851, for the world’s 
exposition in crystal palace in 1852, where 
aly considered a marvel of human ingen- 
uity. 

_ France is well represented as are also 
Germany and the other European nations, 
so that under this roof a visitor can see 
every kind of a locomotive. 


The Naval Kxhibit. 


Within a stone’s throw of the light house 
at the extreme northeast portion of the 
park, lashed by a rough sea, is the pictur- 
esque warship in which the naval epart- 
ment will make its exhibit. The cruiser 
is constructed on piling driven in the bot- 
tom of the lake in such a manner as to give 
the impression that it is a real war vessel 
of the navy department. The exhibit was 
conceived by Captain R. W. Meade, of 
the United States navy, who has been 
placed in charge, and he has succeeded in 
collecting an exhibit which will be of great 
interest. The ship is 348 feet in length, 
sixty-nine feet in width and twelve feet from 
the main deck to the waterline. A real- 
isti appearance has been effected by the 
presence of guns, tutrets, torpedo tubes 
and nets and other appliances found aboard 
men-of-war. The vessel will be manned

THE NATIONAL BANK OF AUSTRALIA 


Goes Down a Financial Wreck—An Impor- 
. tant Failure. 

London, April 30.—A dispatch from Mel- 
bourne announces the failure of the National 
Bank of Australia. The bank has some 150 
branches in Australia and agencies in most 
of the large cities of the United Kingdom, 
the continent and the United States. The 
authorized capital of the bank is £2,000,000; 
subscribed capital, £1,250,000; paid up capital, 
£1,000,000; reserve fund, £670,000; reserve li- 
ability of shareholders, £1,500,000., Its assets 
are now estimated at £10,000,000; in liabil- 
ities in the colonies only, £7,500,000. The 
cause was a heavy run on the bank and all its 
branches. Its capital of more than £6,500,- 
000 has been withdrawn from de- 
posit. At the official meeting on last Thurs- 
day a dividend of 10 per cent, payable May 
3d, was declared. The deposits of the bank 
amount to nearly £9,000,000, of which about 
15 per cent belong ‘to persons in England. 
Part of the deposits have been transferred 
to the banks now trying to reconstruct the 
financial institutions which. have gone to 
pieces in Australia recently, _ 


WATCHING CUBA. 


Warships and Troops Ready to Be Sent tothe 
Island at a Moment’s Notice. 

Madrid, April 30.—Advices from Havana are 
to the effect that thé insurgents in eastern 
Cuba number 300. The government will ask * 
for funds for a campaign against them but 
not fur reinforcements. 

At a meeting this evening the cabinet ap- 
proved the resolution authorizing the governor 
of Cuba to draw upon tle royal treasury for 
any amount required for military supplies. 
Warships and troops are held in readiness to 
be sent to Cuba at a moment’s notice. 
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Father and Son Killed. 

Indianapolis, April 30.—North Indianapo- 
lis, a suburb of this city, was startled this 
morning by finding the dead bodies of 
Moses Smith and his fifteen-year-old son, 
Oliver. They were discovered shortly be- 
fore noon, lying on the bed, the father 
across the body of his son. On the floor of 
the same room, Mrs. Smith was found in an 
unconscious condition. When aroused she 
Was ubable to account for the death of her 
husband and son. Her story was that she 
had gone to bed as usual in another room, 
her husband and son sleeping together. She 
knew nothing more until ghe was aroused 
at noon. There are stories current of an in- 
timacy between Mrs. Smith and Worth 
Yancy, a former employe of her husband. 
Moses Smith carried a $2,000 life policy, 
but his son’s life was uninsured. ‘The neigh- 
borhood is intensely excited. 


Where Is Alexander? 


Chicago, April 30.—The “Mrs. Alexan- 
der” whose dead body was found in the 
Southern hotel yesterday with her throat 
cut, proves to have been Louise Burghold, 
of New York city. A telegram was Tre- 
ceived today by the police from W. M. 
Burghold, of New York, instructing them 
to have the body prepared for shipment, 
and saying that the woman's father would 
reach the city tomorrow. Mystery still 
surrounds the death of the woman, 

‘‘Alexander” has not yet returned and 
the police now ineline to the theory of mur- 
der.

: | Henored Name. 

Charleston, 8. ©., April 30.—(Special. 
The news of the death of General B. H. 
Rutledge, which occurred today, although 
not unexpected, has caused a profound sor- 
row throughout this city and state, for in 
his life was biended the character and in- 
cotey of the old as well as the new Caro- 
ina. 

Bearing a name which appears in the 
earliest records of the establishment of the 
state,-in whose councils as well as that 
of the continental congress, none stood high- 
er in the estimation of the patriots of those 
eventful days, the sterling qualities which 
have so signally marked a life spent in 
the service of two distinct eras of his 
country would seem a national result of 
antecedents so illustrious. Distinguished 
by that suavity of manner which charac- 
terized the old school of South Carolina 
gentlemen, General Rutledge was no lag- 
ard in making the best of the storm and 
wreck, out of which, like so many others, 
he had to begin a fresh start in the race 
of life after the war and in this part of his 
career quite as conspicuously as amid the 
more active scenes of soldier life, did his 
energy, honesty and fidelity of performance 
prove him to be a man of no ordinary 
mould. 

Vivacious and impulsive, chivalrous and 
generous, he represented a generation that 
attained manhood when the ‘fierce competi- 
tion engendered by necessity did not wrist 
and when the badge of gentility was “St 
so freely bartered by candiclates for polit- 
ical and professional honors as has grown 
qo be the practice under the: rule of those 
who now so largely shape the legislation of 
the country. 

The grandson of Chancellor Rutledge was 
born in Sumter county over sixty years 
ago. Having been prepareci for college at 
the well-known Mendehall school in New 
York, he discharged the waried duties of 
his course as a student at Yale with credit 
and profit, as his success at the bar subse- 
quently proved, and after graduation select- 
ed Charleston as the field «of his profession- 
al operations. On the: approach of 
hostilities he left his seat in the secession 
convention and enlisted vrith the Charles- 
ton Light Dragoons. and. was afterward 
colonel of the Fouth regiment. His ca- 
reer during the war was that of a ésue con- 
federate, and his name is recorded as one 
of the brigadier generals had the struggle 
not terminated as quickly as it did. Ke- 
turning to Charleston, he reopened his of- 
fice in 1866 under the firm name of Rut- 
ledge & Young, and served in several ses- 
sions of the legislature with great benefit 
to the state in whose service he was subse- 
quently appointed a bi‘igadier and maior 
general successively, having volunteered 
his services in the troublous times of 
Ot. ‘ 

_ In 1886, Major B. H. Rutledge, Jr., bav- 
ing been admitted to the bar. General Rut- 
ledge withdrew fron: the firm of Rutledge 
& Young and entered into partnership 
with his son. Sinc:e then and until the 
time of his death this firm has heen en- 
joying a lucrative business, General Rut- 
ledge being genera |ly conceded to be one 
of the ablest equit y lawyers the state has 
ever produced. G eneral tutledge’s first 
practice before the war was with the firm of 
Whaley & Rutledge. 

Early in life he married the danghter of 
the late Oliver EI. Middleton and besides 
his wife leaves a daughter and three sons, 
Major B. H. Rut:ledge and Oliver and Ea- 
ward Rutledge. 2

Death of Harry Burns—Emmet Bonner 
Paralyzed—Notes About Peisons.

Macon, Ga., April 30.—(Special.)—Will 
General Superintendent George Dole Wad- 
ley, of the Central railroad, resign because 
of Judge Speer’s order reinstating Engineer 
Arden? . 

This is a question that is being very 
generally asked in railroad circles and 
by the public generally. There are some 
who think that he will and there are others 
who think that he will not. Mr. Wadley. 
is known to be a man of fixed opinion, firm 
determination and stern character, and 
on this account some persons think that 
he will resign the superintendency, having 
been opposed to the reinstatement of Mr. 
Arden, and not believing that Judge Speer 
should interfere with the details of the 
management of the Central railroad. Some 
think that as a matter of principle, Super- 
intendent Wadley will resign, as the rein- 
statement of Arden by order of Judge 
Speer is calculated to make Superintendent 
Wadley lose influence with the employes 
of the road and break its discipline. Others 
say that Superintendent Wadley ought not 
to resign as he is simply an official under 
the receiver, who is the agent or appointee 
of the court, and the order of Judge Speer 
is directed to Receiver Comer and not to 
(reneral Superintendent Wadley. As al-. 
ready stated in The Constitution Judge 
Speer wrote a letter to Superintendent 
Wadley about a week ago intimfating to 
hun that it was the wish of the court 
that kngineer Arden should be reinstated. 
The average man would have treated this 
intimation as a direct and absolute order 
from the court to reinstate Arden and 
would have acted accordingly, but Mr. 
W adley being opposed on principle to Ar- 
dens reinstatement, wrote his protest to 
Judge Speer and took exception at Judge 
Speers decision in the engineers’ contract 
case, SO report says. 

A gentleman well acquainted with Mr. 
Wadley said today very _ significantly: 
“You can look for something to drop very 
soon.” The reader can put his own inter- 
pretation upon the meaning of this. 

The engineers are very much pleased at 
the reinstatement of Engineer Arden, gal 
a large majority of the people are also 
glad, for they do not think Arden has 
been guilty of any special wrong and in 
refusing to haul “Sam” cars he was only 
acting In loyalty to the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Iengineers. 

Overcharges by Rallroads. 

Hon. M. T. Hodge, one of the represen- 
talives in the legislature from Pulaski 
county, is 1n ghe city today. Mr. Hodge is 
Just from a_ business trip to Atlanta and 
Americus. Mr. Hodge is engaged in the 


inanufacture of barrels at Hawkinsville, 
and he complains at freight overcharges 


by railroads. The burden of his complaint 
is directed against the Central and “Sam” 
roads. On }‘riday he went before the state 
railroad commission at <Atianta with his 
complaint. He made out a good case and 
thé commission directed him to bring suit 
against the railroad in every ease for dou- 
bie the amount of the overcharges, and 
the compiission will also bring indepen- 
dent suit to recover penalty which is $500 
or 31,000 from each road in every case.

Mr. Hodge has no desire to put the rail- 
roads to expense and annpyance, if it ean 
be avoided, so on returning from Atlanta 
Saturda#morning he went direct to Amer- 
icus to see the “Sam” officials and lay be- 
fore them the instructions ef the commis- 
Sion and his proposed intentions in the 
event the roads would not give him the 
needed relief. The “Sam” officials prom- 
ised to investigate the matter and correct

A Gigantic Industry Which Is in Full Oper- 
ation Now at Kome. 

Rome, Ga., April 30.—(Special.)—The ex- 
tent aud coulwercial importance of this 
new Aluminum Reduction Company ‘at 
North Kome has yot yet been appreciated 
by the public, because the capitalists con- 
cerned in it guard all its affairs with the 
Rrealest secrecy. : 

The title of the company is the Southern 
Aluminum Reduction Company and it ig 
turning out the valuable bauxite silver 
metal, stacks piled up around the furnace 
in pig form six feet high. ° 

The method of reducing the ore is new 
and very interesting to modern chemistry. 
The ore is taken from the mines in close 
proximity to the reduction works in cars 
of twenty tons and conveyed to the smelter 
of twenty-five ton daily -eapacity direct 
to the feed floor, where the charges are 
carefully mixed in accurate proportion 
with svda salts, fluorides of different ele- 
ments, fluxes aud full charged into a water 
jacketed furnace. Here is where the secret 
is most carefully guarded, the refuse or 
slag is tapped into large setting pots on 
wheels and dumped in the yard in the ws- 
ual manner, while the white metal is drawn 
through a syplon from the furnace and 
ladied into bullion molds in pig form. Ac- 
cording to the output of the precious metal 
last week, this is the largest reduction es- 
tablishment in capacity in the T'nited 
States, if not in the world. The daily out- 
put equals about two and a balf tons 
per day. :

The Hearing in the Batonton Interven-

THAT “SAVANNAH JAIL SENSATION. 


Is Being Thoroughly Investigated by the 
Grand Jury—The Time for Deposit- 
ing Central Securities Ends Today* 


Savannah, Ga., April 30.—(Special.)— 
The invesfigafion of the grand jury of the 
superior court with regard to the discovery 
of that revolting crime within the jail, re- 
ported a few days ago, promises ss de- 
velop some startling and interesting facts. 

They are working quietly in the matter 
to obtain grounds upon which to base a sub- 
stantial investigation, and nothing can be 
learned as yet of what course they have 
pursued. They have been through the jail, 
however, and have questioned closely ev- 
erybody connected with it. 

The girl was confined in a portion of the 
jail separate from the male quarters, and 
as she is idiotic, having lost all power of 
memory, it is difficult to get at a clue upon 
which to work. She was sent to the jail 
on a writ of lunacy, and is in such a con- 
dition that she can hardly utter a syllable. 
The state asylum is full to its capacity at 
present, and can receive no more lunatics 
until some of those now there are dis- 
charged. There are twelve or fifteen lu- 
natics now confined in the jail here await- 
ing removal to the asylum as soon as they 
can be received.Of course, the accommo 
dations for them at the county jail are en- 
tirely inadequate, and inuyproper, but they 
are the best that can be afforded at pres- 
ent. When the general assembly next 
meets there will, no doubt, be a strong ap- 
peal from this section of the state asking 
for an appropriation for the purpose of in- 
creasing the capacity of the gfate asylum.

$2,885,800, and is brought in the name of 
the certificates of indebtedness deposited 
with the Mercantile ‘trust Company. 

Of course, anything said with regard to 
the outcome of the suit can be but mere 
speculation, but in case judgment is ren- 
dered against the road and it should de 
volve upon the sheriff of the city to levy 


upon and sell a sufficient amount of prop- 


erty to cover the amount of the judgment 
so rendered he would clear, according to 
the percentages allowed him under the 
Georgia laws, just $36,080.62, besides his 
fees for serving papers and other duties 
connected with such a case. 

Messrs. Charlton & Machall have been 
retained by the Richmond Terminal peo- 
ple to defend the suit in their behalf along 
with the Central's attorney’s, who will de- 
fend it under instructions from the board 
of directors.

The Eatonton 
branch recently decided not to enter the 
reorganization flan of the Central. and 
they are now intervening and asking for 
a judgment for the amourt of rent due 
them by the Central. 

Jurors will be drawn on Monday for the 
regular May term of the district court, 
which meets later in the week. 

The Southbound railroad has begun ne 
gotiations witlL Receiver Averill, of the 
Port Royal and Augusta, for a through 
train between Augusta and Savannah via 
the Southbound to Iairfax, S. C., and via 
the Port Royal from there to Augusta. 
The chances are that the service will. be 
put on within a few days. 


The time for denositing securities to 
enter the Central's reorganization plan 


ends tomorrow, and, according to the an- 
nouncement of the committee, none will be 
received after that date exeept in the dis- 
cretion of the committee, and they will be 
subject to a tax of 3 per cent. 

The last two or three days have been 
busy ones with those at the Central Rail- 
road bank, where the transfers are made, 
and at the Southern bank, where the se- 
curities are deposited. The deposits of se- 
eurities on Friday and Saturday axgrega- 
ted over a milliom and a half dollars, esti- 
mating the securities at par. The bulk of 
them were Southwestern stock, several lots 
of 700 and 800 shares coming in in a lump. 
Transfers can be made up to 2 o'clock p. 
m. tomorrow, and deposits any time during 
the day. 

It is reiterated by representatives of the 
commiteee and by Mr. Comer himself that 
enough securities hgve been deposited to 
insure the success of the plan, and little 
uneasiness is felt now as to its successful 
outcome.

JUST WHERE WE ARE. 


Mr. Jones Explains the Financial Situation 
and the Late Flurry. 


Editor Constitution—The excitement has 
subsided somewhat, enough, at least to fusti- 
fy quiet people in going to bed at night 
without fear of waking before day in the 
midst of a bond issue and a panic. But the 
relief is only temporary, and as we are there- 
by certain to be confronted with the like 
situation whenever the su:ne interests see 
fit to renew their attack upon an undefended 
treasury, it is well enough to see where we 
are and who put us there. 

The whole trouble results from the determi- 
nation of the treasury department to treat 
silver, whether iu the shape ofcoin or bul- 
lion,as a liability imgstead of an asset,as an ob- 


“ligation or debt which must be paid and dis. 


charged, instead of movey which itself finally 
and absolutely pays and discharges debts and 
obligations. 

In the. first place, there are no obligations 
of the United States, interest bearing or non- 
interest bearing, payable in gold only. Each 
and every one, by the law creating it, may be 
discharged in gold coin or silver coin, at 
the option, not only of the holder and payee, 
but of the government, the debtor. The gold 
and silver certificates, of which there had 
been issued on April Ist, $116,000,000 of the

former and $328,200,000 of the latter, are 
simply certificates of deposit, each having 
in the treasury its gold or silver es 
tive, as the case may be. These silver cer- 
tificates played no part in the late flurry. 

The then non-interest bearing obligations 
are the United States notes commonly called 
greenbacks, $346,000,000, and the treasury 
coln notes, act July 14, 1800, amounting tw 
$135,000,000. What is called the “gold re- 
serve,”"’ the $100,000,000, though it was never 
authorized by any law, was assumed, under 
one of John Sherman’s treasury regulations, 
to be held for the redemption of the gree1- 
backs, and the demand on it for this purpose 
has not exceeded $42,000,000 since January, 
1879. No presentation of greenbacks at the 
treasury was likely to make any great hole 
in the reserve, nor did it. The mischief was 
done with the coin notes of 1890, with the 
connivance of the treasury department. 

The law of July 14, 1890, is a short act of 
seven sections, but it is not Necessary to 
quote it enire in order to see how the notes 
are to be redeemed. The last sentence inp 
the second secfion says: 

‘That upon demand of the holder of any 
of the treusury notes herein provided for 
the secretary- of the treasury sball, under 
such regulations as be may prescribe, redeem 
such notes in gold or silver coin, at his dis- | oe 
cretion, it being the established policy of the { 
United States to maintain the two metais or 
a parity with each other upon the present le 
gal ratio, or such ratio as may be providec 
by law.”’ 

Section third directs the secretary to coin 
2,000,000 ounces monthly to July 1, 181, and 
. then says: 

“And after that time he shall coin of the 
silver bullion purchased under the provisions 
of this act. as much as may be necessary to 
provide for the redemption of the treasury 
notes herein provided for.” 

Under these sections Secretary Foster pro- 
ceeded to redeem in gold oniy every colin hote 
offered to bim, and absolutely refused to coin 
a single dollar out of the bullion purchased 
with these notes. Secretary Curlisle found 
this policy of force. when he took charge of 
the teusury department, and he bas pursued 
it as fatthfuliv and determined as ever did 
Secretary Foster.

A Cyclone Year, 

In 1875 the south was visited by nu- 
merous destructive tornadoes, or cy- 
clones as they are popularly called, and 
the reeord of the past two months seems 
to indicate another unusually stormy 
year. 

Last year only sixty-two persons were 
killed by tornadoes in this country, but 
exactly that number were killed by the 
recent storm in the Indian territory, 
forty-six were killed in the southern 
eyclone of March 3d and 4th, and the 
storms of April haye been even more 
destructive. 

It is time for the government to dis- 
play a little more enterprise in _ its 
weather, and give the people warning 
of the approach of tornadoes and cy- 
clones. The barometer nearly always 
indicates an atmospheric disturbance 
some hours in advance of a moving 
storm, and careful observation and the 
free use of the telegraph would enable 
the government to send word to the 
localities menaced.

Another 
item Zacchaeus had in his heart, if he had 
taken anything from any man dishonestly 
he would restore to him four fold. He would 
be just as well as generous, and one that has 
Christ in his heart will be both.

Many of Them Have Been Turned Over to 
Chief Connolly. ' 


Atlanta has been flooded during the past 
week with green goods circulars seoking to 
induce people to invest in bogus money of the 
worst type. 

The mails have been loaded with them, and 
hundreds if not thousands of them have been 
received by well-known citizens of the city. 
Saturday and yesterday many citizens called 
on Chief of Police Connolly and left with him 
copies of the circulars which they had re- 
ceived through the mails.

The letters turned over to Chief Connolly 
are very ingeniously written, and suggest to 
the parties receiving them that the ordinary 
methods of getting wealth are too show an 
uncertain and that by patronizing the green 
goods racket wealth can be quickly acquired 
with very -small risk of discovery and no 
trouble on the part of the person benefitted by 
it. The writer sets forth that he has taken 
every precaution to prevent discovery. He 
cautions those to whom the letters are sent to 
send telegrams when they wish to communi- 
cate with him, but to write letters under no 
circumstances.

After 
the first communication the green goods men 
are to appoint a place of rendezvous, and 
after an interview or two the money is to be 
peid over, if the green ¢ men think the 
applicant is trustworthy.

COURT REOPENS TODAY. 


The Remainder of the “Jail Birds’ Will Then 
Be Tried Before Judge Clark. 


After a week’s recess the criminal branch 
of the superior court, Judge Richard H. 
Clark presiding, will resume its docket in 
the basement of the courthouse. 

Mr. Hill, the solicitor, is now in Athens 
engaged in the trial of the Beusse boys 
on the charge of murder. It is hardly prob- 
able that he will return in time for the 
opening of court. In that event his place 
will be supplied by another party and the 
cause of justice will not be allowed to suffer. 

Last week during the solicitor’s tempo- 
rary absence from the city his place was 
ably filled by Mr. Lewis Thomas, of the 
city court, who was then taking a recess, 
but as that court will then be in session it 
will be impossible to get Mr. Thomas if 
Mr. Hill is not here. Other arrangements 
in that event will have to be made, but 
as the bar is full of talent there will be 
little or no difficulty in finding a party who 
will be able to handle the docket in a man- 
ner that will delight the heart of Judge 
Clark.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS 


Have Postponed the Case of the Application 
for a Higher Schedule of Rates. 


The application made informally but very 
urgently pressed by the railroads before the 
railroad commission for an increase of rates 
will not be answered for awhile. 

The commission decided Saturday to post- 
pone the case on the request of the fertilizer 
dealers of the state who in view of their 
large tonnage of freights from season to sea- 
son over the railroads think they have a right 
to be heard in opposition to the increase. 

They wil appear before the commission 
within the next few days an@ argue their 
side of the case. 

The commissioners have their hands full of 
cases against many of the leading roads now 
for violation of rule thirty. 

It is the rule that requires a reduction of 
freight when sent over two or more roads, 
just as a reduction is requied on distance 
when the freight is over one road. 

For instance, the commission rules that 
freight passing from Jonesboro to Marietta ig 
to be charged for not for the full freight fron 
Jonesboro,to Atlanta and then from Atlanta 
to Marietta, but that a reduction shall be 
made on the whole distance which both 
roads shall divide. This rule has been vio- 
lated by many of the leading roads of the 
state lately and the commission passed a 
resolution Saturday ordering the attorney 
general to make cases against them.

The Peculiar City of the Moora—Rem<... 
nant of Mohammedan Civilization.

@pecial Correspondence to The Constitution, 

Tangier, Morocco, Africa, April 1.—After a 
stormy passage across the Atlantic, we landed 
at Gibraltar on the lith. Several days were 
spent in rest, and in inspecting that match- 
less fortress and the eight English war ships 
lying in the harbor, “The Rock” Itself is 
marvelous, rising as it does 1,400 feet almost 
straight out of the sea. In shape, it has 
been, said to resemble thet of a lion asleep, 
with his head resting upon his forepaws and 
turned towards Africa in a dreamy and stead- 
fast attention. It takes its name from 
Tarik, the moorish general, and means 
GTarik’s mountain, 

The far-away bule mountains of Africa soon 
attracted our attention, and. on a _ bright, 
beautiful morn“ z, we stearse@ out of the bay 
of Gibraltar towards Tanyier. 

On our right rose the bare towering moun- 
tains of Spain. At the point formed by the 
bay and strait were the ruins of Tariffa castle. 
interesting to Americans from the fact that 
it gave us our great wora “‘tariff.”’ Tariffa 
wags a robber chef, or shiek, whose castle 
commanded the strait, and he consequently 
extorted payment from all passing vessels, 
wntil all goods passing through the strait 
eamo to have extra cust placed upon them 
for Tariffa. Farther ou near the point 
formed by the strait and the Atlantic, was 
fonght the grand naval battle of Trafalgar, 
Oetober 21, 1805, in which Nelson gained for 
the English that historic and signal victory 
over the combined fleet of the French and 
Spaniards. 

After about three hours’ sail, the green 
and fertile vales and gray mountains of old 
Africa (so different from our preconceived 
ideas) could be clearly seen, and 'fangier rose 
in duzzling whiteness before us! 

It is imposribie to imagine two points that 
present a stronger contrast than Tangier and 
Glibraitar. The latter is bristling with the 
“dogs of.wnr,”’ and sleeps and wakes by the 
tap of thé @rum. It is the exponent of the 
etrongest military and naval power on earth, 
and the expression of a military skill and 
equipment as perfect as can be developed by 
modern civilization. England here actually 
holds in her grasp the cables of all lands, 
avd the key to 10,000 ports. While Tangier 
{thé principal port of Morocco, just across the 
strait, and into which English guns can throw 
their shot) Is the residue of a mighty force 
' that js spent. The expression of a govern- 
ment that is blind, weak and incompetent. 

The beautiful coast country, rich fn all 
natural resourceS—fhat was once, in the last 
saf days of Rome’s decline, ‘more Roman 
than Rome itself,’’ is now. occupied by a 
people who have made not one step forward 
in national civilization or intellectual! cuiture 
for a thousand years. 

Tangier rises from. fhe blue bay like an 
amphitheater, fm successive and broken ter- 
races high above the water's edge. It is daz- 
zlingly white, with flat roofs and castellated 
walls, and an occasional Moorish Mivaret, or 
palm, lifting itself into the air, gives qhite an 
oriental touch to the view, as seen from the 
steamer. 

The houses afte so jammed and crowded to- 
gether that they look as if they might have 
slipped from off the surrounding mountain 
tops, lenving the streets mere zigzag passage 
ways, from four to fifteen feet wide, and 
paved with small*‘round cobble stones, which 
renders walking fatiguing and disagreeable, 
especially when jostied and crowded with the 
vilest locking mob of Moors, Arabs, negrocs, 
Jews and gentiles. 

The houses are bufit with blank walls to: 
the street, brok?®i tccasionally by small 
doors, which lead through narrow passages 
{nto an inner open court, the object being to 
jealously guard the women of the harem 
from seeing or being secn from without. 

In history, tess is known of the interior 
of Morocco than of India or China. This {fs 
partiy due to the opposition of any contact 
with ‘infidel dogs’’ (a strange name _ for 
Christians), and also.to the difficulty of travel. 
There are no railroads, no telegraph, no news. 
papers, no vehicles of any kind; not even dirt 
roads, only trails or paths through the entire 
country. A foreigner with a guide can enter 
almost any provinces west of the Atlas moun- 
tains, but it is sfmost certain death to go 
east OT South. Thr eultan wili nev allow any 
of the modern itmpreereTsnhts to be introduced, 
and the oran prohibits the use of machinery, 
eo that all their industries are of the most 
primitive nature. 

Morocco is situated on the extreme south 
west of Africa: wa™ Me Roman province of 
Mauritania and Tinger, its capital, is now 
the present Tangier. It wWmS once part of 
the dowry of Catherine, of Portugal, who 
married Charles II., of England, through 
whom England heid it for about twenty-two 
years and voluntarily gave it up in 1684, since 
which time it hag been held by the present 
* occupants, called Moors, who descended from 
the Saracens, Arabs, Berbers and others, 
forming rather a mixed race. It is incredible 
that a people as weak, ignorant and unambi- 
tlens as the modern Moors are should hare 
descended from a raee such as the Saracens 
were in the eighth century, who startled the 
world with their military achievements, 
spreading their dominion from the Indus river 
to the Atlantic, from China to the Red sea, 
building palaces and mosques, which were 
the wonders of the world: founding colleges 
and making ports and philosophers and 
searching out all the secrets of nature and 
using them in ceramics and silks and wools 
and metals 

The government and religion of Morocco are 
so intermixed that they can scarcély be con- 
sidered s@parately. The civil government is 
incompetent, disorganized and unstable; and 
there ig’ consequently much unrest and dis- 
coutent. But the one underlying principle 
wpon which all Mehammedans meet is, ‘There 
fis one God, and Mohammed is His prophet.” 

Mulai llassan, jiord temporal or sultan, is 
the present sunitan of Morocco, and claims 
direct descent from a sister of the prophet. 
He is the~head of the Md?tfammadans of the 
west, and maintains the creed of the Koran 
more strictly today than Turkey or Egypt. 
He résides at Fez, about one hundred and 
seventy-five miles in the interior. and almost 
inexcessible to a foreigner. He, it is said, 
fives very little attention to governmental 
affairs. but has a royal good time with fils 
iw) wives. A gentleman told c«s that, while 
on avisit to Kez with two Englishnien, they 
stopped witn the gheriff of the province of 
Fez. After tea the sheriff informed them, 
confidentially, that he was going to get a 
present on the morrow from the-snitan. They 
inquired how he knew. “Why,” said he, 
“I am going to make him a present of my 
daughter,” who, the .gentleman said, wag 
young and very beautiful. So the next morn- 
Ing the sheriff, accompanied by a retinue of 
soldiers, ctc., without any previous notice to 
the sultan tooo® 3s datigmer into Fez, and 

upon their arrival at the sultan’s palace, t¥o 
‘white flags were run up’as a notice to al! 
that the sultan was going to add to his 
numerous wives another one that day, and 
that presents of any and all kinds were in 
order, vegetables, fruits, wares, live stoce. 
etc,, from the least to the greatest. In re. 
turn for the sheriff's daughter, the sultan 

presented him with two fine horses, and the 
promise that he should not be disturbed in 
his governorship for a year..>~ ~~ 

There are really two heads of the. govern. 

Ment—the sultan above referred to and the 

grand sheriff, or lord spiritual or pope of 

wayon, who, through the mechanism .and 
fanatical power of the church, practically con- 
trols and rules the people. He claims descent 
direct from Fatima, the prophet’s daughter, 
and. is such, is the head of the great Moham. 
med religious brotherhood called Mulal-Taleb, 
onl can do no wrong, “as all he does is holy, 
because he does it.” At present the ‘successor 
of the late grand *ecriff, Hadj-Abes Salem, 

Who died in 1892, is an open question, and is 

causing much disturbance. as he had three 

divorced Moorisfi wives, by whom he had two 
sons; an Englisli wife, by whom he had 
; also @ Moortéh Wife, not di Bo 
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d Tangier Interestingly 


revenue; and for this pur- 
e sheriff delegates his authority and 
power to ‘“kaids,”” who are assisted in the 
oppression by “adools,”” who act as attorneys 
and public notaries. They, Knowing their 
own hope of continuance in office, are en- 
tirely unscrupulous in extortionate tax gath- 
ering. A Moor can scarcely be biamed for 
his want of energy and ambition, as all 


| above a bare living is levied upon. His crops, 


labor and success in all lines are_ carefully 
watched by the tax gatherer, in order that he 
may not make way with any surplus. If one 
shows the least sign of prosperity, more 
money is demanded of him, and, if necessary, 
he is put in prison until the demand is satis- 
fied. We were told of. a Moor who built an 
additional room of stone to his cane hut, and 
was promptly lodged in prison. Se great has 
been the oppression that one Hamman led a 
rebellion in the province of Hangera about 
eight months ago, but after several battles, 
some of his followers were bought off by the 
ruling power, and others, becoming divided 
amongst themselves, were dispersed. About 
four weeks ago Hamman was captured, and 
is now chained by bis neck and ankles to the 
wall of « dark dungeon. It is said that he Is 
being tortured by having the paims of his 
hands split open and the wounds filled with 
saitpeter and lime; then his bands are tightly 
bound “shut up’ until they rot off, if he does 
not die in the meantime of starvation and suf- 
fering ; 

We visited the prison in Tangier, but were 
only permitted to look through a small hole 
about ten inches in dliameter, but the efflu- 
vium that greeted our nostrils was 60 over- 
whelming that we could not stand it long;.but 
saw enough to know that it was simply horri- 
ble. The filth, misery and emaciated look of 
the starving wretches thickly crowded into 
a dim pen is indescribable, For theft, the 
right hand is cut off and the stump plunged 
into boiling pitch to arrest bleeding. For 
libel, the lips and mouth are rubbed with 
capsicium pods. The heaviest penalty imposed 
is for neglect of religious duty, To profess 
Christianity is certain death. Not to keep 
Ramidan is imprisonment. On the 24th of 
March at sunset the firing of guns and beating 
of drums notifies all Moors that the fast of 
Ramidan has begun, which lasts thirty days, 
quiring which no Moor dare eat, drink 
or smell anything from dawn until sunset, 
when the guns are fired off and all break for 
something to eat or drink, It was pitiable to 
see how pale and famished some of them 
looked late in the afternoon. Every morning 
about 2 or 3 o’clock we were awakened by 
the beating of drums through all the streets 
arousing the Moors in time to prepare their 
breakfast before one could distinguish 
white from black, after which time they dare 
not touch a morsel. 

The sick are treated with oral and written 
charms and bleeding, The occulist treats all 
eye troubles by lieking the eyes.’ Ants are 
given to lethargic people and lion flesh to 
make a man brave, Homoeopathy is not de- 
spised, as chamelion is split open alive and 
applied to wounds and sores. A hand is paint- 
ed on the doors to keep off evil spirits and 
every where there is evidence of great ig- 
horance and superstition, 

The saddest thing in all Morocco to contem- 
plate is the condition of the women. In this 
great country, whose inhabitants are estimat- 
ed at from five to eight million, a woman 
is universally regarded as a creature without 
a soul, Raised in the direst ignorance (as 
there are no schools for girls) and secluded 
from the world until her father’s house is in- 
deed a prison. She can only seek relief in mur- 
riage, which too often proves a more degrad- 
ing slavery, 

Each Moor is allowed four wives, from any 
of whom he can get a divorce for the most 
frivilous cause by paying an alimony of 7 
cents, and from all four for 25 cents. The 
barbarous treatment in thetr nemes beggars 
description, and it is a wonder that such con- 
duct can be perpetrated in this enlightened 
age. The poorer class of women are treated 
still worse hy being made beasts of burdens. 

In riding to Cafe Spartel, about ten miles, 
we met dozens of women, half clothed and 
fed, carrying enormous loads of wood to town. 
up and down rough mountain roads, while 
men were either leisurely leading or riding 
a donkey that carried his load, I never craved 
a little brief authority so much in my life. 
I would like to have seen the women, donkey 
and lond all on the moor’s back for once, 

The Moor’s highest idea of comfort is to 

“Never sit when you can lie; 
Never stand when you can sit; 
Never walk when you can stand; 
Neyer run when you can walk.” 

The boys are sent to school at an early age, 

and by a liberal use of the switch, are made 


have been more outraged than disgusted at the 
old teacher, squatting on his mat with switch 
in hand and a lot Of little brats crowded 
around him jabbering and swaying, if we had 
understood his salutation as interpreted to us 
afterwards—‘‘alear out you iIntidel dogs. 

For each pupil the teacher gets 3 1-2 pence 
a inonth. When certain progress has been 
made he is mounted on a horse and led in 
triumph through the streets, and proclaimed 
“bachelor of the koran.”’ after which, if he 
desires, he is admitted into a college, so call- 
ed, where he learns the elements of arithme- 
tic, geometry, history and theology, After 
this the pupil may become a lawyer, a doctor 
and finally a judge in matters civil and eeccle- 
Slastical, but so superficial is their instruction 
that this course is really a burlesque upon 
culture as compared with our countries. 

About the only article of artisiie value 
found is Morecco ore, their rugs made in 
Rabbut, Sallot and Casablanca. Those of Rab- 
but are more highly prized, and even here the 
aniline dyes are being introduced and only 
the ancient rugs are valuable. They are be- 
coming very rare and we were glad to be able 
to find a few in Tangier that could be bought. 

There are many other things which are found 
of interest among the Moors. Drinking spir- 
its of any kind fs prohibited by the Koran. 
Tea and coffee are used to excess. Water Is 
carried in goat skins just as in the time of 
Christ, You see the story tellers and snake 
charmers every day in the market place 
and it ig not unusual to see a caravan of 
camels with their burdens brought from the 
interior. There are black Timbuctoo conjur- 
ers and dervishes and many strange pecu- 
liar evidences of the degredation of the com- 
mon peopie, 

It seems a matter of absolute necessity 
that some civilized country, such as England, 
Spain or France should have control of Mo- 
rocco, Its valleys and plains are as rich as 
any in the world, Its mountatns are ful} of all 
kinds of minerals, and under the vitalizing 
influence of some wise controlling power, wou d 
soon become one of the most flourishin 
countries. 

We had the pleaanre of seeing a good deal 
of the mission work of the evangelical mis- 
sionary society of which Rev, N. H. Patrick 
is the head, a noble, true and worthy man 
However, but little progress can be made 80 
long as the Moors are under such heavy pen- 
alties for any evidence of deviation from their 
religion, and strange to SAY, as great a diffi- 
culty is met in the opposition of the Jesuits 
against any Protestant getting a foothold 
These and other difficulties are discouraging 
to the several noble men and Women in the 
mission work, and but little success can be 
expected until a complete revolution is made 
in the government. From here we shall go

“No assertion on Cuban. affairs on tue 
part of Mr. Cuesta can bave any v: ive, 
because of the same reason why in times 
of the, American revolution for independ- 
ence the opinion of an Englishman was 
not the best of authorities on the truth of 
the American situation. Mr. Cuesta is a 
Spaniard, and as such his words are mere- 
ly the opinions of one belonging to the 
oppressing party in Cuba. How can he 
speak for the oppressed? The wonder is 
that he has found it necessary to take by 
surprise the American public representing 
himself as a Cuban. No more on these 
personal matters. Mr. Cuesta’s opinion can 
matter but little in the agonizing situation 
of the Island of Cuba. 

“Of the situation in, Cuba we can apuly 
judge by the existence of nearly one hun- 
dred revolutionary clubs outside of the is- 
land, most ef them in the United States 
organized under the name of ‘the Cuban 
revolutionary party, to help and foster the 
Cuban movement for total independence 
and the creation of a working and democrat- 
ic republic, already instinct with American 
ideas and on-the ruins of a colony of greedy 
and venal Spanish office holders. We do 
not need to repeat here what has been 
recently published in The New York Her- 
ald, Times and World, and but a few days 
ago in The Ledger of Philadelphia. 

Why Cubans Leave Home. 


“The existence of such a number of Cu- 
ban exiles and the @aily creation of 1ew 
Cuban strongholds of independent Cubans 
in Tampa, Ocala, Thomasville and Gaines- 
ville, after twenty-five years of exile end of 
frustrated attempts to secure indepentence 
by war, is enough to describe the true 
state of affairs in Cuba. Most of these 
exiles, who, at the doors of Cuba, have 
already built seif-ruled and prosperous 
communities, have left the country, not 
from special persecution, but from their 
inability to secure work and 10 educate 
their children free from vice and «riminal 
examples. Men do not fly in flocks from 
a paradise of bliss. If they coulda ive in 
Cuba they would not come by thousands to 
a country of cold weather and different 
speech. Not only the Cubans, but the 
Spaniards themselves have left the island, 
and are daily leaving it in great :umbers. 
The very Spanish industries, in fact, Span- 
ish factories in bulk, are leaving Cuba to 
establish themselves in the United States. 

“One does not know how to begin when 
speaking of the Cuban wrongs. Cubans 
who do not live by complicity with Spanish 
abuses or who do not pay very high for 
the violation of the unbearable laws, do 
not find means at all of living. Only a 
few vegas where the tobacco is grown, 
and a few sugar cane colonies whose pro- 
ducts are sent to be sugared in the great 
Centrales, are the actual source of wealth 
in the country. But the Cuban does not 
profit of -these even, because the Spanish 
government, unable to pay for the great 
army it is compelled to keep in Cuba, sends 
these men to look for work in the fields, 
thus driving from bread the natives. All 
offices of importance are in the hands of 
the Spaniards. Almost all the wealth of 
the country was violently transferred to 
them, or age acquired, after the whole- 
sule seizure of all Cuban properties under 
the slight pretext during the last war. 
Now even the pittance of the daily laborer 
is allowed to the Cuban, the field ownrrs 


to learn the Koran and to write a little. To ; being afraid of inciting persecution by ce 


‘us the school was a burlesque and we would 


work to the soldiers recommended 
to them by the government. Wide-sprea gng 
revolt is the natural result of such a sys- 
tem.

“To quench this increasing feeling the 
government has established military com- 
Inissions now ruling without fear or -fre- 
straint. The rural guard (Guardia eivil) 
is licensed to kill any man who appears to 
be dangerous to the government, Under the 
pretense of abetting criminals. War in 
Cuba has begun as it always does, by deeds 
of personal rebellion. A Cuban killed on the 
side of tue road is in the island a frequent 
occurrence, but the country people are 
sharp shooters, and manv a civil has found 
his account on the hands of the ‘guapiro.’ 
War. in fact. is in all Cuban Jearts, inside 
or outside of Cuba. The only question is 
unity and opportunity. 


Cuba Pays the Bill. 


“Cuba hag to pay for the army of office 
holders renewed scandsiuously, by  hun- 
dreds, at every change of ministry in 
Spain, for the round trip of these men who 
take all places in the administration from 
the magistracy, who live in open luxury, 
spending in ostentatious vices three or four 
times the money they nominally get for 
the monthly commission these office hold- 
ers contribute to the influential political 
magnates of Spain, deriving most of their 
incomes from these colonial subsidies, 

“Cuba has to pay the capital and inter- 
est of the debt incurred by Spain to fasten 
in the war of ten years the oppression upon 
Cuba. 

“Cuba has to pay for the sustenance in 
Spain of the administration of all Spanish 
colonies; for the expenses of the wars 
made by Spain during this century to re- 
enslave Mexico.and San Domingo, and to 
fight against the free American republics 
of Chile and Peru; for all the Spanish gov- 
ernment’s expenses in America, and all 
pensions of the military and officials who 
ever had anything to do in the island. 

“Cuba, besides, has to pay for the great 
army of occupation, confessed or disguised, 
that the government believes indispensi- 
ble to keep there in order to suppress re- 
volt. These are causes enough to create a 
just feeling for independence, but what 
makes separation from Spain of par- 
amount importance to the Cuban is the 
daily deterioration of individual character 
naturally following a condition of life where 
the native-born have not a decent way of 
earning their families’ bread, and where 
not the least provision can be secured from 
a judge without bribery. No honest ob- 
server can deny such a state of affairs. 
Poverty breeds prostitution, and against 
these it is that far-seeing Cubans are nat- 
urally rebelling. i 

Must Recome a Republic. 


“Neither is there any sibility of keep- 
ing together in political bounds the’Cuban : 
population, he ote by war and the expe- 
rience and discipline of exile, to found in| 
Cuba an industrious and modern republic, | 
and a nation like Spain, whose stagnant? 
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‘| government to acceed to a law of elec- | 
tions, 80 ridiculously fraudulent that as a 


result of it only two liberal senators have 
been elected of the whole number sent by 
Cuba to MadrigJ, and seven of about thirty 
representatives. The rest, in a country 
whose love of freedom is demonstrated by 
the thousands of its self-exiled sons, and 


_ by the duration of the war, nus been se- 


cured by the Spanisrde. It has been very 

hard work to keep the island quiet, until 

better times, after such abuse of power. 
The Common People Coming Together. 


“Spaniards and Cubans alike are trying 
to improve In one way or another such a 
situation. These very things here said are 
but extracts of the s hes made not long 
ago by the middle clasg of Spaniards who 
tried to rebel against the. political domina- 
tion of the trust of magnates, who, by the 
help of the omnipotent captain general, 
rules the cuuntry. The Spanish common 
people will no longer be found willing to 
maintain in & war against the Cubans the 

overnment whose profits are fn their very 
eyes spent euaneetee or sent to the immoral 

liticians at Madrid, and which needs for 
its maintenance the greatest part of the 
revenues of the country. 

The Cubans in~ exile from Paris, in 
France, to Bolivia, In South America, and 
throughout the whole of the United States, 
are silently united under the name of the 
revolutionary party to promote and realize 
in Cuba, for the welfare of all, a move- 
ment of decisive and total emancipation, 
of whose fruits honest Spaniards and Cu- 
bans alike, and all the good men of the 
world may partake, and after which, on 
the remains of the dusty and immortal 
Spanish colony of today, a new nation may 
spring, made of men fully capable, although 
that may not be the opinion of the igno- 
rant, to be the democratic and friendly 
neighbor of the United States.”

Cuesta did not represent himself as a na- 
tive Cuban. That statement was errone- 
ously made by the reporter. Mr. Cuesta, 
however, was raised from childhood in 
Cuba.)

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Christ Came and Will | Until the 
End of Time. 


THE FAITH IT REQUIRES TO BELIEVE 


In Christianity and the Faith of the Infi- 
del—-Talmage’s Sermon Yesterday 
atthe Brookiyn Tabernacle. 
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Brooklyn, April 30.—(Special.}—In the 
tabernacle this forenoon the large audience 
listened with rapt attention to a powerful 
discourse by Rev. Dr. Talmage who chose 
for his subject: “Over All Forever,” the text 
selected being Romans 9, 5; “Christ came 
who is over all.” | 

For 4,000 years the world had been wait- 
iug for a deliverer—waiting while empires 
rose and fell. Oonquerora came and made 
the world worse instead of making it better, 
sill the centuries watched and waited, They 
jooked for him on thrones, looked for hint in 
palaces, looked for him in imperial robe, 
looked for him at the head of armies. At 
just they found him in a barn. The cattle 
stood nearer to him than the angels, for the 
former were in the adjoining stall while 
the latter were in the clouds. A parentage 
of peasantry. No room for him in the inn, 
because there was -no one to pay the hotel 
expense. Yet the pointing star and the an- 
gelic cantata showed that heaven made 
up in appreciation of his worth what the 
world lacked. “Christ came, who is over all, 
God blessed forever. Amen.” 

But who is this Christ who came? As to 
the difference between different denomina- 
cons of evangelical Christians I have no 
concern. If 1 could, by the turning over of 
my hand, decide whether all the world shall 
at last be Baptist, or Methodst, or Con- 
gregational, or Episcopalian, or Presbyterian, 
1 would not turn my hand. But there are doc- 
trines which are vital to the soul. If Christ 
be not a God, we are idolaters. To this 
Cbristological question 1 devote myseif 
this morning, and pray God that we may 
think aright and do aright in regard to a 
question in which mistake is infinite. 

1 suppose of the majority of those here to- 
day assembled believe the Bible. It re 
quires as much faith to be an infidel as to 
be a Christian. It is faith in a different di- 
rection. The Christian has faith in the teach- 
ings of Matthew, Luke, John, Paul, Isaiab, 
Moses. The infidel has faith in the free 
thinkers. We have faith in one class of 
wen, They have faith in another class of 
men. But as the majority of those, perhaps 
ull of those here assembled, are willing to 
take the Bible for a standard in morals 
and is faith, 1 make this book my starting 
point. 

I suppose you are aware that the two 

generals who have marshalled the great 
armies against the deity of Jesus Christ 
are Strauss and Renan. The number of 
their slain will not be counted until the 
trumpet of the archangel sounds the roll- 
call of the resurrection. ‘Those men and their 
sympathizers saw that if they cou'd destroy 
the fortress of the miracles they could de- 
stroy Christianity, and they were right. 
Surrender the miracles and you surrender 
Christianity. The great German exegete 
says that all the miracles were myths. The 
great French exegete says that aal the mira- 
cles were legends. They propose to take ev- 
erything supernatural from the life of Christ, 
and everything supernatura] from the Li- 
ble. They prefer the miracles of human 
nonsense to the glorious miracles of Jesus 
Christ. 
_ They say there was no miraculous birth 
in Bethlehem, but that it is all a fanciful 
story, Just like the story of Romulus said 
to have been born of Rea Silvia and the god 
Mars. They say no star posted to the man- 
ger; it_was only the flash of a passing lan- 
tern. They say there was no miraculous mak- 
ing of bread, but that it is a corruption of 
the story that Elisha gave twenty loaves 
of bread to a hundred men.~They say the 
water was never turned into wine, but 
that it is a corruption of the story that 
the Egyptian plague turned the water into 
blood. They say it is no wonder that 
Christ sweat great drops of blood; he had 
been out in the night air and was taken 
suddenly ill. They say that there were no 
tongues of fire on the heads of the disci- 
ples at the Pentecost; that there was only 
a po thunder storm, and the air was 
full of electricity which snapped and flew 
all around about the heads of the disciples. 
They say that Mary and Martha and 
Christ felt it important to get up an ex- 
citement for the forwarding of their re- 
ligion, and so they dramatized a funeral 
and Lazarus played the corpse, and Mary 
and Martha played the weepers, and Christ 
was the tragedian. I put it in my own 
words, but this is the exact meaning of 
their statements. They say the Bible is 
a spurious book written by superstitious or 
lying men, backed up by men who died for 
that which they did not believe. 

Now, I take back the limited statement 
which I made a few morents ago, when I 
said it requires as much faith to be an in- 
fidel as to be a Christian. It requires a 
thousand fold more faith to be an infidel 
than to be a Christian, for if Christianity 
demand that the whale swallowed Jonah, 
then skepticism demands that Jonah swal- 
lowed the whale. I can prove to you that 
Christ was God, not only by the super- 
natural appearances on that Christmas 
night, but by what inspired men said of 
him, by what he says of himself, and by 
his wonderfnl achievements. “Christ 
came, who is over all.” Ah! does not that 
prove too much? Not over the Caesars, 
not over Frederick, not over Alexander 
the Great, not_over the Henrys, not over 
the Louises? Yes. Pile all the thrones 
of all the ages together, and my text over- 
spans them as easily as a rainbow over- 
spans a mountain top. “Christ came, who 
is over all.”” Then he must be a God. 

The Bible says that all things were made 
by him. Does not that prove too much? 

ould it be that he made the Mediterra- 
nean, that he made the Black sea, that he 
made the Atantic, the Pacific, that he 
made Mount Lebanon, that he made the 
Alps, the Sierra Nevadas, that he made 
the hemispheres, that he made the universe ?

Mr. DeLeon’s New Novel, “John Holden, 
Unionist ’—** Elizabeth, Christian 
Scientist,” by Miss Matt Crim.

In the past month two books have been 
published by two southern authors, “John 
Holden, Unionist,” by Mr. T. ©. DeLeon, 
of Mobile, and “Hlizabeth, Christian Scient- 
ist,” by Miss Matt Crim. 

Neither of these writers need any intro- 
duction. Mr. DeLeon has long since estab- 
lished himself as a charming stylist and an 
interesting writer. Miss Crim has more 
recently won her laurels in the field of let- 
ters and nowhere has her success been more 
warmly received than in Atlanta, which has 
been her home so long. 


JOHN HOLDEN. UNIONIST, by » vt C. 
DeLeon, in collaboration with Erwin 
Ledyard. The Price-McGill Company 
Chicago. At J. F’, Lester's. 

In “John Holden,” Mr. DeLeon has drawn 
gp character which is at once typical and 
nnique. His type existed wherever the 
mountain ranges lifted their heads through- 
out the south, a man who was in the south 
and yet not of it, rarely if ever a slave 
holder. If he entered the army it was un- 
der protest and desertion was in his case 
only conditioned on opportunity. A unionist 
not so much from patriotism and from self- 
ishness and envy, his class peopled - the 
coves and mountains of the confederacy 
and when driven to desperation by the con- 
scription made the deadhest of bushwhackers 
aud most relentless of partisans. 

John Holden is such.a character, Crude 
in his ideas and beliefs, he still shows at 
times a rugged intelligence which even his 
fanaticism does not blind. He is not an 
admiral character, and, while the author 
allows the character to work itself out very 
naturally, there is a certain relentless ten- 
dency to make him out a bad case which 
does not cease until he dies—as fanatical 
and rascally an old villain as ever breathed. 
And yet it was not willful malice, but the 
zeal of the fanatic that made him so. The 
character is at times strongly presented 
and some of the sketches are as clearly out- 
lined as silhouettes. But while John Hol- 
den is like a connecting thread through the 
story, there are parts of it which are better 
than this principal character. 

The story of Forrest’s crossing the river 
with the brave southern girl as his bride is 
fine. There is a dash and vim about the 
description which makes the nerves tingle 
and the accounts of bivouac and camp are as 
good as any war stories that have been 
written since the immortal “Surrey of Kagle s 
Nest,” which may not be the greatest Amer- 
ican novel, but which is certainly worthy 
of Charles Lever. It is this part of Mr. 
DeLeon’s book that is the best. The love 
story part of it is all right—just such a love 
affair as one would expect in a novel of 
camps and battles. The literature of the 
day is sadly in need of some such brimstone. 
It livens things up. If some Dumas could 
arise in his might and give us such a 
swash buckler hero as D’Artagnan, who 
fought on an average of three times a day 
as regularly as he took his meals, it would 
have a tendency to cure the prevailing taste 
for platitudes and inane drivel. If there is 
action in a novel it is apt to be interesting. 
It is a sign of vigor and force, and is a 
sovereign remedy for the dry rot*®which pte- 
vails in a good deal of our modern fiction. 


ELIZABETH. CHRISTIAN SCIENTIST. 
by Matt Crim. Charles L. Webster & 
Co., publishers, New York. At J. F. 
Lester's, 

Of ‘Elizabeth, Christian Scientist’ it may 
bésaid that in some respects it is faultless. 
The story is a quiet one and the arguments 
which it presents for the Christian Science 
cult are enthusiastic if not always logical. 
It is written by a woman and we would, 
therefore, have to expect more enthysiasm 
than logic. It is a book with a trend and a 
purpose. Elizabeth, by the way, is a hero- 
ine of no common sort. There is a glow of 
life about the character which makes her 
real and her steadfast zeal illumines her 
words and actions. 

Miss Crim commands a style which is all 
Ways graceful and well toned. This is one 
of the striking features of the book. Taken 
altogether it has that degree of excellence 
which will carry it through more than one 
edition and will win renewed praise for its 
author, to whom the commendation, of the 
critics has almost become a familiar sound. 
In Atlanta the book will be read with a 
double interest, because to the interest of 
the story will be added the local charm that 
it wus written by a native Atlantian. 


Since the death of Whittier there has 
been no poet in America who can claim 
pre-eminence among the fellows of his craft. 
and where none stand out conspicuously 
the provincialist puts in his claim and the 
day of the newspaper poet is come in. 

Among that class, to whom the supreme 
and lofty edict of the magazine editor de- 
hies admittance to the select circle, is Mr. 
Sam Walter Foss, who has recently pub- 
lished *“‘Back Country Poems,” a collection 
of his verse. Mr. Foss writes a class of 
verse that is widely clipped. A fragment 
here and there is excellent and goes the 
rounds. But it must be confessed that 
when brought face to face with a collee- 
tion of it it palls on the taste. There is 
too much sameness about it, and what hu- 
mor foere may be in it is of that strained 
kind which fas its natural element in 
the average eiocutionist’s annual. Some of 
the themes are trite, and others common- 
place. Taken altogether the book does 
not do Mr. Foss credit. as he has written 
some good things which do not appear in 
it, and on which he could much more safely 
rest his reputation than some of the poems 
of his published collection.

If 
she is typica] then the sang diggers’ jot is 
not an eagy one, if he be a Benedict. The 
idea in drawing her character seems to be 
to portray the character of a high spirited, 
impulsive woman, who has never been sub- 
jected to any refining influence, and who, 
aside from her human instincts, resembles 
a youbg bear as much as anything else. 
The result is not very happy. Even if the 
study be true, there is really little need of 
it. This tendency to analyze character in 
all conditions and circumstances is one of 
the firss dreary offsprings of the French 
realism. It does not deal with human na- 
ture, but with deformities. It bears the 
same relation to the true novelist’s art that 
the dime museum does to the legitimate 
drama, Tanis acts very much as one 
would expect her to act, and conducts her 
self in a way that is not at all surprising. 
But really there does not seem to be any 
need of wading through such a lot of hope- 
less jargon to discover the opinion of this 
young anomaly. People who read Town 
Topics, however, will very likely find time to 
decipher the subsequent proceedings of 
Tanis, which at the present stage of the 
game are rather uncertain, 

A recent publication which will be of in- 
terest to all Georgians is a historic sketch 
of Athens and Clarke county by Professor 
Charles Morton Strahan, of the State uni- 
versity. Taken as a piece of the printer's 
art the book is almost perfect and goes to 
show what fine work of the sort can be done 
in the south. It is printed by Mr. Charles 
P. Byrd, of Atlanta. 

In his work Mr. Strahan has given a 
most interesting account of the old city of 
Athens and of Clarke county both in its 
past history and its present resources. The 
object of the book, as stated in the preface, 
is to place on record the main facts of the 
history, development and present status of 
the county and all its interests, to direct 
the attention of visitors and settlers to the 
advantages of the city and to act as a 
general guide book. The work is very com- 
phehensive, accompanied by abundant 
maps and illustrations and is in every way 
such a work as every live progressive county 
in the state should have. rofessor Strahan 
deserves great credit for the admirable way 
17 which he has handled his’ material and 
for the highly interesting and handsome 
volume which is the result of his efforts.

Gibson vy. Carreker, administrator. Bond 
for title. Breach of contract. Evidence. 
New trial. Before Judge Miller, Talbot 
superior court. 

1. One who is bound by an ordinary 
bond for titles to convey real estate to the 
obligee, commits a breach by conveying the 
premises without right or justification to 
any other person, thus at least creating 
a cloud upon the title,.and thereby putting 
it out of his power to comply with the 
bond according to its true  mean- 
ing and intent. In such case, _ if 
the person to whom the con- 
veyance is made, or any one to whom he 
has conveyed, claims title under the wrong- 
ful deed as against the holder of the bond 
(the latter not being in possession of the 
premises), it is immaterial, on the question 
of breach, whether the grantee in the 
wrongful deed, or a subsequent purchaser 
claiming under him, took with notice of 
the bond for titles or not. 

2. It was error to charge the jury that 
in ascertaining the value of the land at 
the time of the breach, they might consider 
not only the evidence, but their own knowl- 
edge as to the value of land in the country. 
But inasmuch as the verdict, tested by 
the evidence alone, was not more than it 
should have been, this erroneous charge js 
not cause for a new trial. 

3. There was no error in denying a new 
trial.

1. The act of. October 12, 1885, “to fix 
the pay of official stenographie reporters,” 
declares that these officers shall be paid 
for their services in “taking down the 
testimony in the trial of such criminal 
Cases as are required by law to be report- 
ed,” on the certificate and order of the 
judge of the superior court. County au- 
thorities such as a board of commissioners of 
roads and revenues, have neither the sight 
nor the power to audit, order paid, or oth- 
erwise act upon orders thus granted. Con- 
sequently, the writ of mandamus does not 
lie to compel them to do any of these things. 
If a stenographic reporter has a valid order 
On the county treasurer, granted by the 
judge of the superior court, he shonld 
present it to the treasurer, and upon pay- 
ment being refused, may proceed by manda- 
mus against him to compel payment. To 
make such an order absolutely compulsory 
on the treasurer it would be safer and 
better for it to sbow on its face that it 
was gained for services rendered in taking 
down the testimony in the trial of criminal 
cases, and not generally “for services as 
otlicial stenographer.” 

2. Whether, under the above recited act, 
payment for “taking down” testimony does 
not of itself include compelssation for 
“writing out,’ -and if not, whether the judge 
of the superior court can allow anything 
for writing out,—Quaere?

Elliott v. the state. Penal statute. Con- 
struction.

1. The body of a penal statute when 
broader in its terms than its title warrants 
cannot be narrowed by construction so 
as to make the statute good for what is 
embraced within the title, unless the re- 
sult thus arrived at will correspond with 
the real legislative intention. Thus where 
the title of an act embraces “spirituous 
liquors” only, and the body extends to 
“intoxicating liquors of any kind or quali- 
ty,”’ and prohibits the sale thereof, it ean- 
not be held that the legislature intended 
to prohibit the sale of only one kind, to- 
wit spirituous liquors. 

2. Where the whole legislative intent as 
embraced in one and the same verbal gx«- 
pression contained in a penal statute cannot 
be enforced, because unconstitutional in 
part, the other part will not be enforced 
unless it is reasonably certain that to en- 
force the latter as a separate and inde- 
pendent scheme or measure, would eor- 
respond with the legislative will and pur- 
pose. In the present instance, it does 
not appear that the legislature designed 
or was willing to prohibit the sale of ‘spir- 
ituous liquors,” except as part and parcel 
of the broader scheme of prohibiting the 
sale of all “intoxicating liquors.’”’ This 
broader scheme being unconstitutional be- 
cause differing from the title of the act; 
and as it is one and indivisible, all its 
parts fail with it.

The weather has been. excellent in the 
eastern counties with the exception of high 
There has been 
abundant rainfall without its being exces- 
sive. Cotton has, been . rapidly. planted 
since the rain and the most of the crop is 
now in. The chief complaint made is of 
injury by cut-worms which have attacked 
corn, cotton and gardens. Notwithstand- 
ing, the crops are in fine condition in this 
part of the state. Corn has been werked 
out and cotton is being worked. Oats have 
improved since the rain. The reports of 
fruit are very encouraging. Irish potatoes 
look well. Cane is growing well but the 
acreage is rather small. 

Farms at many places in the southwest 
section were badly washed by excessive 
rains which slightly injured the young and 
tender crops. A heavy sterm occurred at 
Blakely on the morning of the 20th which 
caused much damage by falling trees and 
fences. Another storm was reported at 
Arlington with the same effect. Hail fell 
on the 19th in Thomas, Mitchell and Cal- 
houn counties which slightly injured young 
cotton. The cold weather was somewhat 
injurious to cotton, corn, oats and the set- 
ting of peaches and pears. Cotton and corn 
are reported to be dying out at some places. 

In most of the south section the week 
has been favorable. Abundant rains on the 
19th: and 20th relieved the danger of | 
drought and have brought up the cotton to 
good stands. In’ Brooks, Lowndes and 
Clinch counties, however, the storm was 
very violent, and the rainfall excessive, 
amounting to over five inches. The down- 
pour in some places washed away crops 
and soil, doing great damage. Oats have 
benefited by the rain and the crop is in 
exceptionally good condition. The general 
appearance of orchards is promising. 
Yruck farms are in good shape, as a rule,

feit of His Life—A Woman VDe- 
fends Herself with a Revover.

The three women lived in the house at

THE CO-RECEIVERSHIP CASE NEXT. 


An Incident of the Argument for the Ap- 
pointment of a Co-Recsiver Recalled. 
Some Federal Building Notes. 


The application of the Central Trust Com- 
pany, of New York, for the foreclosure of 
a mortgae against the Marietta and North 
Georgia road, was granted in a final decree 
Saturday afternoon, at 4 o'clock, by agree- 
ment, and Judge Newman took an order to 
that effect. 

And now since the matter of whether or 
not a final should be taken has been dis- 
posed of, Judge Newman will render a de- 
cision before many days regarding the ap- 
poiutment of-a co-receiver for that road. 
Lhe tight for a co-receiver is being made by 
the Centrah ‘Trust Company in behult and 
by the request of the reorganizauion com- 
mittee. 

- oth sides had a hearing in this applica- 
tion lor a co-receiver less than a mon 
ugu, and that hearing is remembered tor au 
incident that occurred at the time. ‘ne 
Central ‘Lrust, in tne ognt tor the appoint- 
went of a co-receiver, bas urged Wwe up- 
poiutment of Mr. Kiias Summerdeld, u gea- 
tieman best known wheu he is mentivied 
in. connection with Mr. Newman iurb, whe 
is said to have been the only man to “fix” 
Jay Gould in a railroad sale, ln the course 
of the hearing a large number of allidavits 
were intruduced to show that the charac- 
ter of Mr. Summerfield was not up to the 
very top notch. One in particular was very 
racy, ho matter how true it may or may 
not have been. A person purporting to be a 
detective, who set forth in his attidavit 
that he shadowed Mr. Summerfieid, al- 
leged that Mr. Summertield was something 
of a sport, and frequently staked money at 
cards. Uther things damaging to the charac- 
ter of Mr. Summertield were sworn to by the 
detective. 

It wag just at this juncture that the in- 
cident referred to above occurred. 

Mr. Summerfield, who was in the court- 
room at the time, and had been sitting very 
quiet, suddenly became somewhat excited 
und springing to his feet, exclaimed in de 
nial, “It is a lie black as hell.”’ é 

Judge Newman, of the United States 
court, who was hearing the argument, was 
rather surprised at the dramatic turn things 
had taken, and for the moment was unable 
to speak for astonishment, and when he did, 
Mr. Summerfield was simply requested to 
remain seated and to take care and not al- 
low himself to become agitated on such 
short notice. : 

Counter affidavits were produced by coun- 
sel for the Central T&ist Company, and 
Judge Newman expressed himself as con- 
vinced that the character of Mr. Summer- 
field was entirely above reproach, and 
stated that he had read a number of uneolic- 
ited letters of recommendation from gentle- 
men who bore the highest reputation. In 
the petition for a co-receiver the Central 
Trust Company sets forth, it believes, that 
with Mr. Summerfield in immediate charge 
of the affairs of the Marietta and North 
Georgia, fhe effect would be beneficial, as 
certain parties could then be induced to put 
money in the co-receiver’s hands, and that it 
was more than probable that with such an 
arrangement a consolidation of the smaller 
roads might be effected.
